new 
South American oil field is bringing 
gray hairs to a group of U. S. engi­ 
neers. 
Geologists believe they have 
discovered oil in a Bolivian district 
which is flanked on one side by m oun­ 
tains three miles high, and on the 
other by an unexplored land, inhabit­ 
ed by savage Indians. 
T here are sev­ 
eral million acres of American con­ 
cession in this remote Bolivian field. 
They are wasted unless the engineers 
can outwit the Andes Mountains, or 
the Gran Chaco. 
The Oran Chaco is a wild region to 
the east of the lax Paz district of Boli­ 
via, where the new oil field has been 
found. 
A white man crossed It once, 
they say. 
But he died in 1550. 
He 
was one of the Spanish C onquista­ 
dores. 
Other venturesom e gentlem en 
have attem pted the journey since, but 
the Indians got ’em. 
The Andes bulk 
from 15,000 to 17,000 feet high, to the 
west of the field, cutting off access 
to the Pacific 
ocean. 
No 
railroads 
cross the range in this region. 
T u n ­ 
nels are impossible. 
But tho world 
needs oil, and American “oil hounds" 
are on the Job, and that, It is said 
here, m eans that the 
Cran 
Chaco, 
which has resisted the white m an 
from Pizzaro’s day to this, m ust now 
be forced to yield. 
A 500-mile pipe line across the neck 
of the C ran Chaco would carry oil 
from the La Paz field to a point on 
the P aran a river, and from there it 
could be tanked to the South Ameri 
can A tlantic seaboard. 
U. S. govern­ 
ment field men who have recently re­ 
turned from this territory say a small 
arm y would be needed to fight the 
Indians while laying the pipe line 
through their territory, 
and 
that 
a 
constant guard would he necessary 
along its length to prevent Its de­ 
struction. 
Other p arts of the new South Amer 
lean old field offer fewer transporta 
tlon difficulties, hut none, It was said 
here, have more prom ising indlca 
thins of yield than the Bolivian dis 
trict. 
U. S. governm ent trade rep resen ta­ 
tive!, after a y ear’s survey of the 
territory, expressed the belief that 
an oil field great in area, but as yet 
of unknow n production, extends the 
lfngtfi of South America just east of 
the Andes. Explorers of a dozen conn 
tries are scurrying 
the 
length 
and 
breadth of this region, with American 
companies easily In the lead, both in 
the num ber of parties in the field and 
in the am ount of acreage for which 
concessions have been obtained. 
Great reticence 
of 
secrecy 
hav* 
been maintained by American oil in 
terests about their South American 
prospects and accom plishm ents. Gov­ 
ernm ent reports here indicate, how 
ever, that American concessions are 
so extensively scattered through every 
possible field In South America that 
w herever the "big gush" conies, oil 
men from this country will probably 
be In a position to control the larges! 
acreage of any foreign group. 
All South American countries are 
chary of perm itting outright sale to 
foreigners of oil land rights, af co rd ­ 
ing to Information here. 
Conc es-ions 
permit the holder, under governm ent­ 
al regulations, including a tax of a 
percentage of production, only to lease 
the land for a prescribed num ber of 
years with rights of lease-renewal.

The transportation act as interpret- 
d tty the interstate commerce com­ 
mission guarantees the roads earnings 
of six per cent on valuation of $18,- 
000,000,000. 
In August the interstate 
commerce commission forced higher 
rates in an effort to accomplish this, 
hut in September the road* fells $29,* 
000,000 short of earning six per cent, 
and in October $20,000,000 short. 
Re­ 
ports for (tilter mouths have not been 
made up, hut railroad men admit that 
they also will show a shortage. 
According to Dewitt Cuyler, head 
of the association of railway execu­ 
tives. the roads, despite that short­ 
age, «lo not expect to ask fur higher 
rates. 
However, according to Rep. 
Mach it would he mandatory u|>on the 
Interstate commerce commission to fix 
rates high enough to insure a six per 
cent rate whether or tuff the roads 
iisk It. 
The alternative 
for 
higher 
rates a* seen here Is payment by the 
government to the roads for their de­ 
ficit. 
The 
second 
question 
facing 
the 
roads arise* from the government's 
guarantee under which is due to the 
roads something near half a billion 
dollars from the deficit during the 
first six months of private operation. 
Payment of this Is 
held 
up. 
The 
roads say they need the money and 
have gone to court. 
If the courts do 
not decide they will huve to go to 
congress for a change in tran sp o rta­ 
tion laws or wult years 
for 
their 
money their officials admit. 
The third question is one of a con­ 
flict ut stale and federal authorities 
aud Involving possible rate changes. 
Seventeen states have refused to a l­ 
low Intrastate rate* to go as high as 
Hi** Interstate commerce commission 
tried to fix rates urn! appealed to the 
courts to uphold them.

Interest in Aitkin County Highways 
Shown in Brainerd, Duluth. Mes- 
aba Range Towns. Etc. 
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THE 
AITKIN-HILL 
CITY 
ROAD 


This Route Brainerd to Aitkin to Hill 
City to Mesaba Described as 
Scenic Route 
Interest In Aitkin county highways 
Is being shown in Crow 
Wing 
and 
other counties and the Mesaba range 
towns have taken action looking to 
the adoption of the Aitkin-Hill City 
road as a link in the route from the 
Twin Cities to the 
Mesaba 
range, 
such route passing through Brainerd, 
and regard the Aitkin-Hill City as 
a beautiful, scenic section and urge 
its completion. 
The Duluth Herald gives a lot of 
valuable 
information 
on 
Aitkin 
county roads, many of which are val­ 
uable connecting links with Brain­ 
erd, in the following article: 
Recommendation that 
the Aitkin 
county board consider the condition 
of the highway between Aitkin and 
Hill City, which has been described 
as by far the most scenic route in the 
Northwest section but which is said 
to be in a “deplorable" condition, is 
made by the Chisholm chamber of 
commerce in a letter sent to the board 
and al«o to civic clubs of Hibbing, 
Chisholm, 
Virginia. 
Eveleth 
and 
Grand Rapids. 
One of the routes from the Twin 
Cities to the range, the letter says, 
leads through Brainerd and Aitkin 
and thence to Grand Rapids. 
This 
route take* in the stretch of highway 
mentioned in the letter as needing 
Improvement. 
Local civic clubs are asked to take 
a stand on the matter of urging tho 
improvement and it is expected th it 
they will make recommendations to 
the Aitkin county board similar to 
the Chisholm organization’s recom­ 
mendations. 
Engineer J. L. Tierney, 
of 
the 
state highway department, when ask­ 
ed in regard to the matter said: 


Hill City Road 
“ Work on the Hill City road was 
delayed because there were 
no 
re­ 
sponse* to advertisemnts 
for 
bids 
last summer and the county Anally 
had to take over the 
work. 
Some 
time ago a road was built into a grav­ 
el pit for this highway 
and 
since 
then two miles of the improvementi 
have been completed and 
gravel 
is 
being hauled on eight miles more and 
this will be surfaced early 
in 
the 
spring. 
Work will be done on this 
highway all next summer but by th® 
first of June tr-vel * expected to be 
very well provided for." 
It therefore seems that the alarm 
felt by the range towns over the fu­ 
ture of this rout is without cause, aa 
Just what they are asking for is al­ 
ready under way. 
It should be re­ 
membered by these 
mining 
towns 
that Aitkin county is an agricultural 
county and money Is not so plentiful 
In the public treaaury as it Is in the 
richest mining locality in the world. 


Duluth Road 
In addition to the big 
piece 
of 
highway w'ork to be 
done 
between 
Aitkin and Hill City next season. En­ 
gineer Tierney has extensive plans 
for work on the Aitkin and Duluth 
road. 
In fact, over three 
miles 
of 
new grading has Just been completed 
by Oilton A O’Hara and gravel will be 
hauled on eight miles 
during 
the 
w inter for spring 
surfacing. 
Ten 
miles more of work will be let on the 
Duluth road In this county for th** 
coming season. 
Travel condition* on this road in 
the spring will not be aa well cared 
for as on the Hill City road and de­ 
tours will have to 
be 
made 
from 
Tamarack by East Lake 
during 
the 
construction work. 


Mille Lacs Road 
Another important piece of state 
highw ay work which will 
be under 
construction next season will be from 
the Crow Wing county line on the

$1,200,000,000 and producing 12,000,000 
horsepower, is in prospect as a result 
of the federal water power act passed 
by congress last, spring. 
Requests for permits to start work 
on reservoirs and dams have been re­ 
ceived 
from 
120 
applicants 
in 
27 
stutes, including Alaska and tile Dis­ 
trict of Columbia. 
The projects range 
from a smit ii ten-horsepower plant for 
a colony of summer cottages in Wy­ 
oming to a huge storage reservoir In 
tile upper Colorado river which would 
develop over 3,OOO,OOO horsepower by 
using these waters through u total 
drop of 2,650 feet. 
Twelve million horsepower means 
little to the average mind. 
A bulle­ 
tin issued by the federal water power 
commission translates the figures in­ 
to terms which are more understand­ 
able and impressive. 
If properly applied, it would fur­ 
nish sufficient power for 20 cities the 
sire of Chicago. It is 40 per cent more 
than the total water |s»wer capable of 
being developed in tim entire arca of 
France, and 50 per cent of the devel­ 
oped water power of tin* whole world. 
Electric power generated from water 
urn! transmitted under modern cond! 
tions, says the bulletin, is the only 
effective present substitute for tile 
power generated 
by 
burning coal. 
There is no need to review the slowly 
Increasing scarcity of coal or tile Cost­ 
liness of its production 
Tile initial 
work in utilizing ail tills available 
water power calls for labor. 
After 
tile construction work is done it is 
largely independent of labor, and it 
is wholly Independent of fuel shppiy 
and rull or water transportation. 
So long as, permits are granted 
only to legitimate projects which will 
not infringe on public rights or re 
act favorably to limited selfish Inter­ 
ests to the disadvantage cif tin* whole
